ANOTHER milestone in the history of Spiritualism 
beon set-in the passing to spirit life of the National Secrok 
George Whitfield Kates, who, on September Sth, 1$ 
winged his fight to another state of existenes. 

For more than half a century Brother Kates had k 
a prominent leader in Modern Spiritualism, entering 
ranks of the Spiritualists as a young man in his es 
twenties. He and his good wile, Zaida Brown Kat 
toured the country preaching the truth of Spiritwali 
He was one of its pioneers who fought the good fight fe 
lessly, staunchly, undaunted by. the taunts of carly dë 
steadily wending his way forward, rewarded by his felo 
men with varied positions up to the high office of Natioi 
` Secretary, retaining their confidence to the last momenta 
man of unflinching faith, unmarred confidence, zealous 
' the utmost for the good of the Cause; a man of sterii 
qualities, unquestioned integrity, loyalty anà fideli 
In his passing the Cause has lost one of its standard beare 
and the Nationa] Association a secretary. of note. T 
have been other secretaries before him, good ones, ar 
there will undoubtedly be good secretaries to succeed 
but they cannot well be better than was George W. Kalé 
and his memory is deeply embedded in our hoarts as a 
with whom it has been a sincere pleasure and a pri 
to be associated.
